Chairman Madden said the Na 
tional Labor Relations board pro­ 
bably would rule on this contro­ 
versial point after a hearing on its 
complaint that 
Inland 
Steel 
Co. 
violated the Wagner act by refus­ 
ing to sign an agreement with its 
workers, 
He said the board raised the 
issue in that case on its own inita- 
tive. believing, after a preliminary 
examination of steel union charg­ 
es, that Inland's failure to sign the 
compact could be Interpreted le­ 
gally as a violation of the act. 
President Roosevelt said yester­ 
day common sense dictated that if 
a man willingly agreed to a verbal 
collective bargaining contract, he 
should put it in writing. 
He did not say, however, wheth­ 
er he believed failure lo do so vio 
lated the Wagner act. 
The labor relations board deeid 
ed last Ju ly that the St. Joseph. 
Mo., stockyards company violated 
the Wagner act by refusing to put 
a 
mutual understanding with its 
employes "in a binding agreement." 
The board said then: 
• ’ ira em ploy* F not required to 
sign 
the specific agreement pre­ 
sented to him by representatives 
of his employes.

— Mutinous sailors on the Spanish 
government destroyer Ciscar train­ 
ed their guns today on a French 
sloop of war in Iwi Pallice harbor. 
French and British warships In the 
vicinity were cleared immediately 
for action. 
The British destroyer Bulldog, the 
French destroyer 
Fougueux 
and 
the French sloops Eplnal and Du- 
bourdieu were lined up facing the 
Ciscar. 
One hundred and sixteen refu­ 
gees from besieged Bilbao were on 
the Spanish ship. 
French authori­ 
ties asked the Spanish consul at 
La Rochelle to try and persuade 
the Ciscar's men to land them. 
The mutiny 
broke 
out 
when 
Commander Enrique Margatl and 
Lieut. Vicente Ascensi of the Cis­ 
car tried to land. 
Their sailors, apparently think­ 
ing the officers were deserting the 
ship, threatened them with pistols. 
But the officers succeeded in get­ 
ting ashore under 
the 
watchful 
eyes of French customs officers. 
Wary port officials called on the 
Fougueux, which sped here from 
Brest. 
H.M.S, 
Bulldog and 
the 
French 
sloops,

cruising outside the harbor, return­ 
ed to watch the Ciscar. They were 
prepared to bring the Spaniard’s 
crew to order quickly, should the 
mutineers fire their leveled guns.
